Railroad Competition. 


A Railroad meeting was held in the 
Court House ou Monday evening lor 
the purpose of arousing the people to 
the importance of doiug all in their 
power hHsten the early extension of 
the Uulon Pacific road from Ogden to 
Santa Monica, via Los Angeles. The 
plan of operations mapped out, as we 
gather from the speeches of the meet­ 
ing, is substantially as follows: It is 
640 miles from Ogden to Santa Moni­ 
ca. From Santa Monica to the Mo- 
hove river It is 120 miles, aud it is pro­ 
posed that Seuator J o n e s shall, with 
the assistance of $400,000 subscribed 
by the citizens of Los Angeles, build 
the 120 miles to the Mohave, J a y 
G o u l d and J o n e s the next 400 miles 
which will reach to the Southern end 
of the Utah Southern—a Mormon road 
120 miles in length which connects 
with the Uuion Pacific at Ogden. This 
apportions and accounts for the dis­ 
tance of 640 miles between Santa Mon- 
icaa ud Ogden. The principal speaker 
exhibited a map of the count ry to be 
traversed and insisted that the future 
commercial prosperity of Los Angeles 
depended in a great measure on the 
building of this road, and he demon­ 
strated that the building of the 120 
miles from Santa Monica to the Mo­ 
have by Senator J o n e s depe tided sole­ 
ly on the subscription of $400,000 bv 
the people of Los Angeles. 
He ex­ 
plained at length the strong proba­ 
bility that if the amount named wus 
not subscribed J o n e s would sell out 
to the Southern Pacific aud the pros­ 
pect for a competing railroad would 
disappear like the baseless fabric of a 
vision. As be had announced him­ 
self authorized to name the sum and 
conditions on which our people could 
secure the road to the Mohave, it 
was 
presumable 
that 
he 
spoke 
with authority on the selling out 
proposition, and this set his hearers to 
thinking on the subject of how they 
could obtain the advantage and retain 
it when once obtained. It is by no 
means a difficult undertaking to ob­ 
tain subscription to the stock of a 
competing line of railroad; but hither­ 
to the people of the Pacific coast have 
found it next to impossible to prevent 
roads which they have aided to build 
as competing roads, from falling, to­ 
gether with tbeirsubscription and sub­ 
sidy, into the hands of the Central, or 
Southern Pacific. Than the H e r a l d 
on one possesses a greater degree of 


confidence in the good faith and hon­ 
esty of purpose of Senator J o n e s , but 
in the language of the speaker who 
announced 
himself 
authorized 
to 
make the proposition, “Seuator J o n e s 
thinks as much of himself as lie does 
of Ijos Angeles.’’ 
* * * “He gives 
you the preference, but if the South­ 
ern Pacific or any other corporation 
oilers him his price, he would be an 
ass not to take it if you will not help 
yourselves.” 
There is an 
implied 
threat in this language which any 
business man lias a right to make as 
an Inducement to close a bargain. 
The people subscribed liberally to the 
California Pacific Railroad; that road 
is now owned by the Central Pacific. 
The people of Oregon aided by subsidy 
and subscription the building of the 
Oregon and California Railroad; that 
road is now controlled, if not owned, 
by the Central Pacific. Stockton and 
San Joaquin county voted a subsidy 
of nearly one million dollars to the 
Stockton and Coppempolis Railroad; 
the road and subsidy is the property of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
The people of Los Angeles county 
have subscribed $275,000 to Senator 
Jones’ competing railroad, and they 
are now warned of the danger that un­ 
less they subscribe $400,000 more that 
road and subscription will fall iiHothe 
hands of ihe Southern Pacific. Has 
it occurred to any one to enquire what 
guarantee the people will have that 
after voting this additional $400,000 to 
the competing road Its owner will not 
still think as much of himself as he 
does of Los Angeles; still have his 
price and still be an aHs if be does not 
take it when offered by the Southern 
Pacific or other corporation? 
The 
H e r a l d is an earnest advocate of 
railroad enterprise, and it allows no 
one to be more enthusiastic in the 
work of establishing competing lines. 
But we remember the fate of the op­ 
position 
roads 
above named, and 
would suggest to the subscribers to the 
$400,000 stock demanded, as well as to 
the entire community, that it will be 
but just, before adding nearly a half 
million to the quarter of u million al­ 
ready assumed, to so firmly anchor 
the control of the proposed competing 
road that another threat to sell out un­ 
less more money is subscribed cannot 
be made, and place the road itself be­ 
yond the possibility of drifting into 
the charmed circle which lias deprived 
all competing roads heretofore built 
of the power to inlluence—much less 
regulate freights and fares. The peo­ 
ple of different localities in the state 
have taxed themselves heavily to aid 
the building of competing railroads, 
but the result has been that while they 
have carried their self imposed burden, 
the object for which they took it up 
has not been attained. 
Let the peo­ 
ple of Los Angeles learn from the er­ 
rors of their neighbors, and only lend 
their assistance to a so-called compet­ 
ing road when they have placed the 
road beyond the control of any man 
who “has his price.” 


A Los Angeles Winter Picture. 


A W inter sei ne In I.os Angeles differs from 
an E astern W inter scene, as dny differs from 
night. The tem perature during the day av­ 
erages about 7.5 h e .lie s, and at night abont 15 
degrees. The air is balm y and the bright sun 
shtds Ills refulgence over a scene that would 
enrapture a painter, and alm ost craze a poet. 
From any point of Loa A ngebs can lie seen 
tne m agnificent sem i-circle of hills which 
protect tin town from harsb breezes, w hile 
the eye in an o th er direct on sweeps to the 
o c n u . The hills are clad In their W inter's 
green, the pastures luxuriant in the nourish­ 
ing grass, our gardens lrngiant with blosum- 
Ing loses. The groves are redolent of the del­ 
icate aronia of th e orange blossoms, w hile 
m»ny trees present the surprising shades of 
old and new foliage, thedeiu-aie blossom, the 
young fruit, the ripening fruit, and the large, 
tem pting, dark yellow orange. 
Luscious 
straw berries can be found in our fruit stores 
daily, green peas are every d iy urt'iirs, green 
corn Is in the m arket every day, and the Chi­ 
nese vegetable m an apologizes for bringing 
y o u tom atoes an d string beans every m orn­ 
ing. ¡such W inter pictures of course cannot 
be appreciated in the blast, where old Bore>is 
reigns suprem e; but Los Angeles presents its 
annual New Year's com plim ents in thesliape 
of green hills, bloom ing rose gardens, fra­ 
grant orange groves, warm suns, green peas, 
strawberries an d ice cream to uninrtunate 
Eastern friends. No frost , no ice, no snow, 
no lightning, no thunder, no earthquakes, 
but perpetual Spring, m aking it a veritable 
Garden of Eden. 


The Ned Beale Heard From. 


Mr. J. C. Johnston, late of th e schooner Ned 
Beale, r. ported a t our office yesterday, hav­ 
ing Just !'• turned from a trip of two m onths 
and eighteen days in the waters off the coast 
of Lower California, It will be rem em bered 
that tears were entertained that the schooner 
had been lost, as no word cam e from her for 
aconslderable tim e after her departure. The 
Beale was on ail exploring trip am ong t lie 
Islands in the locality m entioned on the look­ 
out for som e'slund suitable fur sheep raising. 
At Cerros Island the m en lound a large num ­ 
ber of wild goat, and succeeded In killing two 
or three deer. In prospecting around th e Is­ 
land they found an old grave with a red cedar 
slab a t the head nearly cru m b led to dust, 
from which they deciphered the follow ing 
Inscription: "Here lies the body of John A n­ 
drews, late apprentice on board the ship La- 
tonln, Captain Ueiiniinnn of I otidoii, who on 
t lie 12th of A pril, 1817, wiihciU. lly assassinated 
ho a Spanish Negro. Age 17.” i hey afterw ard 
pul In at M agdellna hay—a popular resort for 
whalers—b: t found nothing woitliy of note. 
At.Socora Island, 3it) m llea from the m a in ­ 
land, they found a flue stretch of country cov­ 
ered with grass, bill not sutlic en iy supplied 
with fresh w ater to w m in t the p uly In loca­ 
ting. The Island Is Inhabited by thousands 
of parrots and m any species of reptiles native 
totroplcal countries, am ong which the party 
saw a num ber ol anacondas. The Island is 
unfrqeuenled by man and there were no evi­ 
dences of habitation. It is thought thin be­ 
fore the trip of the Beale the Island had not 
been visited for seventeen years. It Is about 
72 nilles in circum ference and nearly round. 
OftThe coast of Man Heneicto a heavy storm 
was encountered but the schooner weathered 
ilflnely. 
The Beale is a staunch vessel of 111 
tons burden. Captain Joseph Brown wltli u 
crew consisting of M oulthrop, 1st otllcer, Ed.

BLEEPING TilX LAST SLEEP. 


The man lay on his back, his hands 


calmly folded; the woman 
on her left 


side, 
her It ft arm 
under the man's 


head, and on her face a last look of af- 
fection still lingered. 
Life seemed 
to 


have tied only a few hours, and their 
cold, calm 
faces 
were 
turned 
to the 


beating rain, without sense or feeling. 


THEIR APPEARANCE. 


Both were well dressed. 
The man 


wore a neat blue neck-tie, a new white 
shirt, black pants, 
brown 
coat 
and 


black felt hat. 
He was a good-looking 


man,with sandy chin whiskers, mous- 
tache and hair. 
The woman 
wore a 


brown 
dress, 
broche 
shawl, 
brown 


straw hut and the usual articles of fe- 
male apparel. 
Both were iv the flower 


ofyotltu, good looking and apparently 
destined 
tor a long life but for this 


rash 
act. 


PROOF OF THE SUICIDE. 


On searching the man the following 


articles were found: A sleeve 
button, 


marked with a cross; four cartridges, 
a 
double-barreled 
pistol, 
loaded; 
a 


handkerchief, 
a pictorial 
advertising 


book for San Diego, containing 
photo- 


graphs of the dead woman and some 
children; six dollars and seventy-five 
cents in silver, and a letter 
addressed 


to R.H.Hugheg,Fiftb 
and Hill streets. 


On the woman was found 57.90 in sil- 
ver, two handkerchiefs 
marked Celia 


O'Toole, 
a check 
for a watch 
marked 


P. & T. til. The man's 
hat lay near 


his head,containing 
an empty strych- 


nine bottle and 
a 
small 
pen-knife, 


while near by lay a white cup, from 
which the fatal draught was probably 
taken. 


REMOVAL OF THE BODIES. 


The Coroner and City Marshal soon 


arrived 
antl had 
the bodies 
immedi- 


ately taken to the jail fora Coroner's 
inquest, which will take place to-day. 
Crowds visited the jail to see the re- 
mains, and it soon 
transpired 
that 


both 
the suicides 
and 
their history 


were well known. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. HUGHES. 


Supposing that Mr.Hughes,to whom 


the letter was addressed, 
could throw 


some 
light on the subject, 
we went 


with OflicerThomas to interview him. 
On describing the man to him he at 
once said his name was Ed. Foster and 
had, as he supposed, 
been married 
to 


Celia O'Toole. 
This was 
before 
ln- 


foiminghitn of their fate, and when 
he learned that both were dead he was 
dumbfounded 
and told 


THEIR IItSTOBY, 


He said the man 
had been 
ground 


this vicinityfor several 
years, and his 


name was E. G. Foster, an Irishman; 
that he had been paying attentions to 
Celia O'Toole, also Irish, and 
he sup- 


posed 
had 
married 
her on Monday 


night. Recently a man named O'Toole 
had appeared, 
claiming to be the hus- 


band of Celia O'Toole, and on Monday 
he had made threats and drawn a pis- 
tol on Foster. 
He could not account 


for the 
double 
suicide 
unless 
they 


feared O'Toole and were so infatuated 
with each other that they preferred 
death 
to separation. 
We also learn 


incidentally that the unfortunate 
wo- 
man had an interview witli O'Toole, 
her reputed 
husband, 
before 
he 
left 


yesterday, after which she told Oflicer 
McFaddeu 
that she 
would 
not live 


long. 


HUNT FOR O'TOOLE. 


We then repaired

tained that the latter bad started

day afternoon. 
Mr. Schindler

O'Toole was his sister, but at last said 
that she was his wife. 
He left yester- 


day, 
apparently 
overwhelmed

grief at the reported 
marriage of his 


wife and Foster.
